Another Ball Tie. 

The games of bail here this week 
between Hopkiusviile and Madison- 
lle resulted in a tie, each club scor- 
g a victory. Tuesday's game was 
on by the'locais. tbe score being 14 
to 2, and Wednesday's 
the visitors by the Beer 
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St. Louis, July. 22.-The Populist 
and silver conventions were launched 
to-day but ntitber made much Lead- 
way, the programme of tbe silver con- 
vention was all arranged in advance. 
It included simply the adoption cf 
a 1G to 1 platform and the nomination 
of Bryan and Sewall, but those in 
charge of it deemed it a good policy 
to go slowly in tbe belief that they 
might, by remaining in session, be 
able to exercise and influence in 
shaping things in tbe populist con- 
vention. To this end they appointed 
a committee of seven, headed by 
James Scott, cf California, to meet 
with a simliar committee from the 
Populists fcr the purpose ol reaching 
a common plan of action. 

The idea was perhaps well conceiv- 
ed,, although it is doubtful whether 
the course will be fruitful of results. 
The anti-Bryan Populists beiievethat 
all outside influenceb which are being 
brought to bear upon them to induce 
them to accept the nominees of the 
Democratic convention aie part of tbe 
same plot to drive the party into the 
Democratic trap and destroy and an- 
nihilate its identity. Tbey are deaf 
to suggestions, appeals ac'd warnings. 
"The future has no terrors for the 
middle of the road men," is tbe reply 
to every argument,, their answer to 
every foreboding. They have con- 
vinced themselves that if they go 
marching on in four years more the 
two old parties will be shattered, dis- 
rupted and discredited and they will 
come "into their own." 

WAS A DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The first session of tbe Populist 
nvention to day was a disappoint- 
ment to those who anticipated relent- 
less, bitter war from the drop of the 
gavel. And it was a disappointment 
o those who imagined that the gal- 
eries would 6warm with people, 
Irawn thither by curiosity or sym- 
pathy with the deliberations of the 
convention. There was no wild-cat 
fighting and tbe galleries which will 
hold 12,000 people, were practically 
an empty waste 

Not over 600 spectators were in the 
balconies. The floor, where the dele- 
gates were gathered, was in some re- 
spects crowued with as unique an as- 
semblage as was ever massed under 
one roof. A single glance showed 
that they represented the aommou 
people— a term in which they glory- 
that they came from the farm, the 
mine, the workshop and the factory. 
They discarded couveutk D&litier 
r them sat in their shirt- 
their coats slung over 
I tbeir chairs. Among 
any picturesque person 
who have been agitators 
ami reformers for many years wern 
there, but there was also many whose 
ability and force of character have 
n them rank in high station, 
lere was no night session, owing 
i accident which destroyed the 
ric light connections. A severe 
u bad! passed over the city about 
lock and the wires were blown 
down. Despite this fact the delegates 
- Med in the hall and awaited for 
hour in total darkness for tbe 
to be turned on. About a 
andles were brought in fcr 
i use of the newspaper men. One 
s placed on the chairman's table 
and another stuck in tbe top of a 
guide in the middle of tbe pit. Tbe 
effect was wierdlv picturesque. 
Ghastly faces flitted in and out of 
the ring of feeble light which tbe 
tallow dips cast. Tbe band played 
and the crowds sang. Speeches were 
made in the dark, and the delegates 
appeared ready to etay all eight if 
there was any pospect of light later 
on. There was naturally considerable 
apprehension that a panic might 
seize the crowd, and a dire calamity 
result in the rush for entrances. 

The middle of tbe road people be- 
came possessed of the idea that tbe 
Bryan men had put up a job on 
them, and the hall was not lighted 
because they feared that the straight- 
outs would run away with the con 
vention. Tbey denounced it all as a 
trick and vowed vengeance long and 
deep. The incident recalled a simi- 
lar one at the Cincinnati Republican 
Convention of 1876, when the lights 
were shut off at a critical stage, just 
when Blaine's nomination seemed 
assured. 

At 8:45 Chairman Butler declared 
the convention adjourned until to- 
morrow morning Within a half 
hour after the last delegate had left 
the hall, all tbe electric lights wen 
turned on, much to the astonishmetH 
of the few newspaper meu and police 
men who lingered in tbe buildiug. 



CITY KNOCKED OUT. 



SPECIAL JUDCE REEVES DECIDES THE 
FOUNTAIN CASE- 



Rev. Sam W. Small, who is spend 
ing tbe summer in the city, consented 
to make a free silver speech at the 
Court House Tuesday night, and 
although but a fev; hours notice was 
given the court room was packed 
til there was not even standing r 

hen the speaker began bis address 
at 8 o'clock, 

It would be hard to give a proper 
notice ©f tbe speech in tbe short space 
alluded to this article. Mr. Small 
spoke for nearly three hours 
and one after nr.nfhrr ..f the yvl-ibug 
fallacies were taken up and answered 
to tbe satisfaction of tbe vast audi- 
ence. At times tbe applause was 

aroused. 

The speaker dwelt at seme length 
upon tbe ability of the United States 
to manage its financial affairs inde- 
pendent of foreign nations, and 6ome 
of tbe anecdotes he told to illustrate 
tbe proposition were bran new and 
were greatly enjoyed. He proved con- 
clusively that this great and powerful 
nation, with seventy millions of people 
and seventy billions of property, with 
£14 of assets for every dollar it owes, 
including all debts public and private, 
is fully competent to manage its own 
business independent of alltheworld. 

He discussed the crime by which 
silver wbb stricken down, and one half 
the redemption money of the country 
turned into mere credit money and 
piled upon the slender supply of bor- 
rowed gold, sending gold up to a fic- 
titious value and pressing down upon 
the business of the country, destroy- 
ing one half tbe value of wheat and 
commodities. He made this point so 
clear that many Republicans showed 
by their applause that they were con- 
vinced that the proper place for those 
who bave to work for a living is in the 
party of the people. Several promi- 
nent Republicans have announced 
tbeir intention to renounce the party 
that demands the preseivation of tbe 
' existing gold standard", the cause of 
all tbe bard times, and will vote 
Bryan and Silver. 

Mr. Small pointed out the certain 
benefits that would result from the 
restoration of silver and predicted a 
glorious triumph fcr tbe cause of the 
common people. 

Many gold Democrats were changed 
and tbe speech has done much to 
unite the party iu this county and to 
divide the Republican y arty on the 
great question of the day. 

COLD- MORE COLD ! 



Judges Willi* L. Reeves, who was 
called upon to lit in the case of the 
city cf Hopkinsville vs. J. I. Landes, 
Executor of Mrs. M. N. Roach, de- 
ceased.deiivered hie opinion yesterday 
m-rning, deciding against the city. 

The case was tried Wednesday and 
argued by Hon. Walter E^ans and 
Judge James Breathitt for the de- 
fendant and by Judge R. T. Petree 
and City Attorney Jas. B. Allens- 
wcrtb for the city. The suit grew 
out of a bequest left to the city by 
Mrs. Roach by will in 1891, $2,000 to 
erect a fountain and $700 to keep it 
in repair. This money if not so ap-1 
propriated was to goto Judge Landes i 
and two nieces of Mrs. Roach in 
equal parts. The city at that time 
had no waterworks and when appli- 
cation was made for the money Judge 
Landes refused to furnish it, claiming 
that it could not be used to provide 
rater. A suit resulted and be was 
ustained in this position. Tbe pres- 
nt suit was then brought in 1894. 
udge Reeves ga-ve bis opinion orally, 
the substance of which is here re- 
ported: 

The great purpose is to find out 
what was the intention of the will. It 
is necessary to ascertain what Mrs. 
Roach meant. 1 don't think there is 
any doubt that she intended to put 
upon the city the burden of main- 
taining the public fountain for all 
time. Tbe next question is has the 
city undertaken to carry out ber pur- 
pose?

Washington, July 22.— One feature 
of note in the day's operations at tbe 
Treasury was the startling increase 
of the amount of gold withdrawn 
from the Sub TeaBiiry for hoarding in 
this country. Yesterday only $158,- 
900 in coin was drawn out for this 
purpose, but to day the amount with- 
drawn aggregated $744, 100. 

The reserve was diminished to day 
by the amount of -*2,776.5O0, cf which 
$14260,000 was coin for export and 
5762,000 gold bars for the same pur- 
pose. Jeweler and other users in the 
arts took J20.400 in bar for home use. 
This leaves tbe balance at the close 
of busines to-day $86,839,528.

Wasn't 
that a refusal, and after refusing can 
tbe city now reconsider? But 
for tie fact that tbe higher 
court dismissed tbe case without 
prejudice it would have been con- 
sidered a final refusal. The court 
may have wanted to give the city an- 
other chance, but after a reasonable 
i it was not taken. Here was a 
delay of nearly three years after De- 
cember, 1891. It is impossible to 
■ou6ider that the city had not aban- 
ioned its claim. Tbe only reason 
now for a change of purpose is that 
in the whirligig of time it has water- 
works My conclusion is that I don't 
think the city has now accepted tbe 
bequest. It has done nothing to 
show a contract for longer than one 
year. I am rather sin ugly inclined 
to beieve that the city has deliber- 
ately refused to accept it; even since 
this suit was brought, the city has 
not said that it would accept tbe con- 
litione T 
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:t for all time. It 
intended to ac- 
cept tbe conditions, but it did d< it in 
ordinance. My conclusion is th .t the 
city of Hopkinsville has abandoned 
its claim, first by refusal and then by 
failure.

History and Habits of an Insect 
plorers Hold in Dread. 

We have boon so accustomed to 
hear of the ravage? of the tsetse flj 
in south Africa that definite scien- 
tific information on the subject can- 
not fail to be welcome, says the Lon- 
don Chronicle. Surgeon Maj. Bruce, 
at the request of the natal govern- 
ment, is investigating the habits, 
life history, etc., of this terrible 
cattle scourge. 

The fly has been well known for 
nearly 50 years to be in some way 
the cause of the disease known 
among the Zulus as nagana, a term 
signifying low or depressed in 
spirits. The genus to which the fly 
belongs is al'ied to the common 
blood-sucking stomoxys, and con- 
tains six known African species, for 
all which tsetse appears to serve as 
a common name. 

As showing the want of exact 
knowledge existing on the subject, 
it is stated that observers and trav- 
elers have even questioned the con- 
nection between the fly and the dis- 
ease. Thus so eminent a dipterolo- 
glst as Van der Wulp has concluded 
that the tsetse is not injurious or 
that its ill effects are exaggerated. 

From Dr. Bruce's observations it 
would appear that the fly is vivipar- 
ous, giving birth to adult larvae, a 
most important fact hitherto unno- 
ticed. The disease itself, he finds, 
is due to the presence iu the blood 
of an inoculated animal of a flagel- 
lated infusorian, a haematozoon 
furnished with a membrane, or 
," running along one side of its 
body, with a flagellum at one end. The 
appearance of this haematozoon in 
the blood is signalized by a rise in 
temperature; the incubation period 
is from seven to twenty days, after 
which period the haematozoa may be 
found swimming actively among and 
apparently "worrying" the cor- 
puscles, the red-blood coqjuscles be- 
coming very largely reduced in 
numbers. With the progress of the 
disease the haematozoa increase in 
numbers, and at the time of their 
host's death may amount, in the 
dog, to 310,000 per cubic millimeter 
of blood. 

Dr. Bruce has demonstrated that 
it is possible repeatedly to feed 
tsetse on a healthy do? without pro- 
ducing disease in that animal, show- 
ing that the fly possesses no specific 
venom, but that, if allowed to draw 
blood from a diseased animal or the 
carcass of one, they will communi- 
cate nagana to healthy animals. The 
disease is invariably fatal in the 
horse, ass and dog, but perhaps not 
necessarily so in cattle, in which it 
runs a much slower course. From 
some preliminary experiments arse- 
nic appears to have a marked action 
on nagana, causing disappearance of 
the haematozoa, reduction in tem- 
perature and maintenance of the red- 
blood corpuscles.

DIES OF A BROKEN HEART. 

Family Pet Stolen, But Returns 
Expire at Home. 
Eugene V. Debs ia dead— not the 
labor leader who was autocrat of the 
big railroad strike, but a much more 
humble individual. Only a dog in 
fact; a little short-tailed, narrow- 
chested specimen of caninity, which 
had no ancestors to speak of, yet be- 
ponged to the respectable middle 
class of dogdom. 

Not many instances are on record 
where dogs have died of broken 
hearts, and the story of how this 
one pined away just because he was 
separated for a time from his master 
and mistress, is an interesting one. 

At the time of his death, says the 
Chicago Chronicle, Eugene lived in a

While they 
watch eagerly each motion of their 
trainer in terror of the innocent- 
looking but keen whip which he car- 
ries always in sight, Eugene's only 
linducement to go through his antics 
•was the thought of a bun or a savory 
morsel of fried beefsteak to come 
after they were over. Sometimes 
he got chocolate drops. If there 
was anything he loved it was choco- 
late drops. In any case he would 
wag his abbreviated tail in a fran- 
tically happy manner and be ready 
at a moment's notice to respond to 
an encore, like all amateurs. 

He could walk on his hind legs, sit 
up and beg with a look in his brown 
*yes that would have melted a heart 
of stone. He could also stand on 
the backs of two chairs, stretched 
apart a distance equal to the length 
of his little body. He couldn't turn 
somersaults, but he listened atten- 
tively to everything said to him and 
seemed to understand a great deal 
■of it So Mrs. Churchili says, and 
she ought to know. 

Everywhere that his master and 
mistress went Eugene followed, too. 
The dog would trot calmly behind, 
deigning once in awhile to s top and 
rub noses with a chance canine ac- 
U quaintance, and it was during one 
T n f these trips about thrco weeks ago 
that he was stolen. Mr. Churchill 
in the want columns of 
but they were not re- 
sponded to. The other day a weary, 
dejected-looking dog, with the far- 
away expression in his eyes which a 
tramp wears after be has walked 
many dusty roads, came up to the 
house in Leland avenue and inquired 
at the back door in as plain a way 
as a dog can whether or not any 
| member of the family was in. 

"Lord bless my soul!" exclaimed 
the servant to whom the question 
was addressed, "if that ain't 'Gene. 
Here, 'Gene! Here, Genet" But 
Eugene would have no further deal- 
ings with the domestic, and it was 
only when Mrs. Churchill ran out 
and embraced him that a gleam o" 
his old-time humor came into hi 
eyes. 

When Mr. Churchill came homi 
from his business downtown the dog 
seemed to be overjoyed, but lacked 
the strength to express his feelings. 
He refused to eat from the time he 
entered his home anew. Even 
pyramid of chocolate had lost its 
charms for him. All day, while his 
master was in the city, he would lie 
down despondently and utterly re- 
fuse to be comforted. Of course he 
could not live without food, and 
on the third day his strength gave 
away altogether, and he gave up his 
life. 

Doctors could find nothing the 
matter with him. It seems very 
clear that he only refused to take his 
food because his heart was not in it, 
and he did not care whether school 
kept or not or whether death was 
the schoolmaster. All his pretty 
tricks were gone, and when he died 
there was the most pathetic look in 
his eyes— such a look as can only be 
expressed by volumes of words, 
which told that his three weeks' 
separation from those in whom all 
the affections of his little body cen- 
tered had wouaded him to the quick. 
He may have thought they were in 
some way responsible for it. No- 
body knows what just went through 
his mind.

Defenses One May Employ Against 

the Dread Consumption. 

Sufferers from consumption are al- 
ways present in, the community. 
Numerou»*xperimei)ts have proved 
that the dttet of cities, of many hos- 
pitals and of bouses where consump- 
tive persons live, or have recently 
lived, as well as of public places in 
general, invariably Contain the 
perms of consumption. It follows 
that with . few exceptions' tveryone 
directly elicounters these seeds many 
times ayear, or even many times a 
month. 

Yet it is Observed that the nam 

ber of sufferers from consumption is 
relatively small, and the question 
may be asked: "Why do some and 
not others suffer?" 

In the lirst place, the seeds of con 
sumption germinate and grow with 
comparative slowness; and secondly, 
the resisting power of the human 
body constantly antagonizes their 
growth. 

In every case of "galloping con- 
sumption" the system is first un- 
dermined by some complicating dis- 
ease; and when, for any reason, the 
vitality is lowered tlie disease may 
become engrafted. 

The growth of the bacilli is so 
■low that even where t.hey hnvo 
"taken root," a person of ordinary 
strength, with carefulness, throws 
the dread disease entirely aside. 

In fact, many persons contract 
this disease and throw it off without

The Chicago Fire of 



HISTORY. 



1871 Said to 
Have No Equal. 

The Chicago fire of 1871, whether 
considered with regard to the area 
of land covered, the number of lives 
lost, or the value of the property de- 
stroyed, ranks as the greatest of 
history. Over 18,000 buildings were 
destroyed, of which 2,400 were 
stores, shops or factories, and about 
100,000 people were rendered home- 
less by the burning of their houses. 
The district over which the conflag- 
ration swept was three and three- 
fourths miles in length by more than 
mile wide, covering the most 
densely peopled portion of the city. 
It is said that 250 lives were lost by 
accidents during the progress of the 
fire, and the total value of the prop- 
destroyed was estimated at 
MJO,000, this estimate r&t in- 
lgover $4,000,000 allowed for 
salvage on foundations and the like. 
Scores of fire insurance companies 
were forced to the wall by this ter- 
rible calamity, their losses being so 
great as to drive the companies into 
bankruptcy. The cash contributions 
for the benefit of the sufferers of the 
Chicago fire amounted, within a 
month after the disaster, to £4,200,- 
and the contributions in tbe, 
way of supplies, food, clothing and 
other necessaries to perhaps as much 

more. 

Cost of Growing Wheat. 

North Dakota, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, North and South Carolina 
and Georgia the cost of raising wheat 
is between $9.04 and $9.85. In the 
states of Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi. Louisiana. Texas/ Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Colorado, 
Idaho, Oregon and California the 
cost of raising wheat is from $10.45 
to $13.83. It is a singular fact that 
in farming communities so widely 
ted by distances, so diverse in 
ic conditions, and with labor 
of such radically different character, 
cost of raising wheat should be 
about the same.

The monument will be raised at Ber- 
?«no, where he was born m 1797. 
Donlaettl's life was an example of 
the evil effect of too much adulation. 

He was so completely spoiled by 
praise that he could net endure any- 
thing that detracted from the full 
effect of his compositions, and his 
health was undermined and his life 
shortened by the nervous effect of 
paroxysms of rage at unsatisfactory 
performances of his works. 

When Donizetti gave public per- 
formances or conducted productions 
of his works at some of the Italian 
cities, he was often met by proces- 
sions of young girls scattering 
flowers in his path; and one admirer 
caused him to play the piano on cer- 
tain occasions in a room completely 
carpeted with roses plucked from 
their stems. 

It Is no wonder that he grew to 
think that no one in the world was 
of so much consequence as he. Oc- 
casionally it was possible for the 
public to sympathize with his in- 
smence on his rank as a master of 
his art. 

He once gave a performance ._ 
the piano before the czar. As he 
was playing the czar began to talk 
with one of the people who accom- 
panied him. Thereupon Donizetti 
stopped playing abruptly and left 
the piano. Presently the emperor 
approached him and said: 

"Why did you cease playing?" 

"Because, sire," answered the 
Italian, "when the czar speaks,*!! the 
rest of the world should be silent I" 

There was nothing to be said in 
rejoinder to this Machiavellian re- 
sponse, and the emperor had to ac- 
cept his rebuke.— Youth's Com- 
panion. 

HITS THE P0LI0EMEN. 



Broadway policemen complain of 
the habit which many cable car pas- 
sengers have of sticking their el- 
bows out of the windows. The po- 
licemen have to stand sometimes in 
the middle of the street between the 
car tracks. There is room enough 
for even a big man to stand un- 
touched when two cars are passing 
each other, but there is. no more 
than room enough. Consequently 
when a passenger sticks his elbow 
out of a cable car window, a police- 
man often gets it In the neck, liter- 
ally. 

Even In a less vulnerable place, 
the blow is apt to be violent enough 
to bruise badly.

Benjamin H. Ridgely, the 
United States consul at Geneva, has 
sent to the secretary of state a 
sketch of the wheel, with a letter de- 
scribing It The bicycle differs from 
the modern safety in this respect 
only: The pedals are placed over the 
forward wheel, and the rider sits in 
a natural position and has a support 
behind like the back of a chair. The 
bicycle has pneumatic tires, diamond 
frame, sprocket wheels and chain, 
and all other features of a modern 
machine. The rider, instead of 
pedaling up and down, and leaning 
forward so that his back resembles 
an interrogation point, pedals for- 
ward and backward and sits back 
comfortably like a man In a reclin- 
ing chair. The clerks in the state 
department who ride wheels have 
examined the sketch, and say the 
professor in Geneva won't have to 
follow figures for a living much 
longer. 

li. is claimed for mis machine that 
the position which the rider occupies 
ia not only infinitely easier, but that 
by means of the support for the 
back, his forces are far more ef- 
fectively utilized, and with consid 
erablv less fatigue. His position is 
held to be the normal position of a 
man sitting, and the bicycle is, there- 
fore, called "La Bicvclette Nor- 
mals " The inventor says that the 
principle of this machine is the utUi- 
zation of the force, very little known, 
which is furnished by a point of sup- 
port for the back. Without this 
support the only force a man has is 
his own weight. On the other hand, 
if his back be well supported he has 
in each leg a force more than treble 
his own weight, and which is, in 
fact, equal to the weight he is capable 
of carrying, combined with that of 
his own body. The construction of 
the normal bicycle is intended to 
make use of this considerable amount 
of wasted force. The point of sup- 
port is the back of the seat, by 
means of which the rider's body is 
thrown back and his legs lifted up, 
owing to the position of the pedals. 
The body is thus placed in a normal 
posture, hence the name of the ma- 
chine; the body is upright or lean- 
ing slightly backward. 

The normal bicycle, the Inventor 
says, presents the advantages of 
greater safety, perfect comfort, 
healthy position, a greater power 
over the machine, greater speed, 
both uphill and on level ground, and 
less fatigue. It is also claimed for 
this bicycle that being much lower 
than the ordinary safety bicycle it is 
much easier to mount. Consul 
Ridgely concludes his letter by say- 
ing that the bicyle has made a favor- 
able impression in Geneva and that 
the ease with which it is driven up- 
hill is particularly noticeable. In 
due time the letter and the sketch 
will be printed by the state depart- 
ment for the benefit of the bicycle 
riders who suffer from a tired feel- 
ing in the small of the back. — Spring- 
field Republican. 

THE SWISS ARMY. 

How an Effective Force May Kept at 
Slight Coat. 

Switzerland manages to keep up 
an effective army of nearly 140,000 
at a very slight cost of money 
and time. The Swiss schoolboys are 
trained in gymnastics, in the manual 
of arms, and in the elements of com- 
pany drill. The state encourages 
target shooting societies, of which 
there are 2,977, with a membership 
of 133,500, by a subvention of nearly 
1700,000 a year, the result being 
that almost every Swiss can handle 
a rifle. The soldiers serve ten years, 
between the ages of 22 and 32, be- 
ing called out for drill on 46 days in 
the first year and 16 days in every 
subsequent year. Each man keeps 
his uniform, rifle and knapsack at 
home, and is responsible for their 
being kept in good order, a strict in- 
ipection being held in each district 
yearly. Consequently each soldier 
costs Switzerland $33 a year, instead 
the $320 that is paid by England, 
the $225 by France and Germany 
and the $110 by Russia. The Swiss 
Landwehr, the men between 32 and 
44 years, first organized in 1876, 
numbers 80,000 men, and the Land- 
sturm, the final reserve of aU men 
capable of bearing arms, is reckoned 

at 270,000.
